Following the delicately tinted hyacinths and the 
yellow and white daffodils, they greet the spring with a display of sheer 
brillancy unrivaled in all Nature.

There are several classes, all of which are suitable for the garden 
and some for growing indoors. Plant the bulbs outdoors in October, 
setting them 6 inches apart and at least 4 inches deep. Shortly before 
the ground freezes, cover the bed with leaves or manure to a depth of 
3 inches. For winter flowers indoors, plant four to six bulbs in a 6-inch 
pot, following the directions given for forcing hyacinths, and giving 
them at least ten weeks in the dark to establish roots. The letters fol- 
lowing the varieties refer to the relative time of blooming, those marked A 
being the earliest bloomers, followed by the B’s and so on; the figures 
following the letters indicate the height under normal conditions.

This magnificent class, distinguished by tall, sturdy growth, large, 
cup-shaped flowers, and clear, bright colors, is the most desirable of all 
for outdoor display.

Hyacinths 


Everyone knows them. Their beautiful form, delicate colors, and 
delightful fragrance have appealed to many generations of flower-lovers. 
Generally speaking, size and beauty of flower depend upon size and 
condition of bulb and strength of root system developed. Since the roots 
begin to form as soon as the bulb is planted, it is desirable to start them 
early, although good results can be obtained by planting from October 
to December. Hyacinths do best in rich soil—give them plenty of 
manure if it is available. 

How to Grow Indoors. There are two good ways of growing 
Hyacinths in the house during the winter months—in pots of soil or 
prepared bulb fiber, and in water in special glasses. For either method 
select sound, clean bulbs and remove any sprouts that are at the base. 

In Pots. The best soil to use is a sandy loam mixed with about one- 
third well-rotted manure; sand and compost in equal parts are also good. 
A 5-inch pot will hold one large Hyacinth bulb or four Miniatures, and 
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proportionate numbers in other size pots or boxes. After planting, water 
and set the pots away in a cool, dark place. A cold corner in the cellar 
will do, or bury them, pot and all, under 10 to 12 inches of loose soil or 
ashes in a trench in the garden. Leave the pots there ten to twelve 
weeks to insure a good root-growth and then bring them out into a 
moderately warm and light room. For best results avoid direct sunlight 
and high temperatures. 


In Water. For growing Hyacinths in water, special pottery or glass 
Hyacinth Vases are commonly used, and of these we carry a very at- 
tractive assortment. Set the bulb firmly in the top of the vase and fill 
with water until it reaches the bottom of the bulb, then set away ina 
cool, dark place. Replenish the water from time to time, as it evaporates. 
After the roots have reached the bottom of the vase, bring out into the 
light and moderate warmth, at a temperature of 60 degrees.

Narcissi or Daffodils 


Rivaling the sunshine with their shining yellow, the Daffodils, or 
Narcissi, are true emblems of light and cheer. In many respects they are 
the most satisfactory of all spring flowers. They bloom early, following 
the Crocuses; they are not particular as to soil; they thrive in sun or 
shade; they are perfectly hardy; and most of them will live from year to 
year if left undisturbed in the garden. 


The different classes and varieties vary greatly as to size of bulb, and 
a good rule to be guided by in planting is to cover the bulb one and one- 
half times its depth, allowing 3 to 4 inches between the bulbs on the 
smaller sorts and 5 to 6 inches for the larger ones. 


In the spring, after the bulbs have bloomed, care should be taken 
that the leaves are not cut off until they have turned brown as it is by 
means of the leaves that strength is stored up for the following year. 


When grown in pots indoors, follow the same general directions given 
for hyacinths, placing three to six bulbs, depending on size, in a 6-inch pot. 
Allow twelve weeks in the cold and dark to make roots. (Paper-White 
and Chinese Sacred Narcissi are described on pages 4 and 5.) 


NOTE.—By ruling of the Federal Horticultural Board the importa- 
tion of Narcissus bulbs is prohibited after January 1, 1926. Some bulbs 
are being raised in this country, but from progress made up to this time 
we feel certain that Narcissus bulbs will be scarce and high in price for 
some years to come. 


Prices are very reasonable this year, and we suggest that you take 
care of your requirements for the next few years this fall. 


If you object to the above ruling on the part of the Federal Horti- 
cultural Board, write your Senators and Representatives, protesting the 
Narcissus embargo under Quarantine No. 37.

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New Lawns for Old 


Early fall is one of the best times to renew an old lawn or start 
anew one. There is usually plenty of rainfall and this, together with 
the warm days and cool nights, makes ideal conditions for growing 
grass. 

The soil for new lawns should be thoroughly spaded, the top made 
as level and fine as possible and pulverized sheep-manure or bone- 
meal worked in at the rate of 5 pounds for every 100 square feet. 
Old lawns should be cut close, surface loosened with a steel rake and 
top dressed with fertilizer as above. Should the weather be dry, 
careful watering with the finest spray will be necessary; caution, 
however, should be used so as to not wash away the newly sown seed. 

We advise that lawns go into the winter close cropped in prefer- 
ence to having them long, as with the former method they start out 
better in the spring.
